Cameron Dam, Saturday afternoon, end- 
ed the one man rebellion 
against 
the 


state of Wisconsin, us she timidly step- 
ped to the edge of tho clearing surround- 
ing the. besieged and shot ridden home 
and addressed Sherit1' Michael Madden. 


Not until scores of volleys hud been 


sent crushing into the log cabin at Cam- 
eron Dam and one man hud been killed 
and two wounded, did members o:' the 
posse r.urrounding the 
home see the 


Jlu'tter of a white handkerchief in 
the 


liand of the child. Then, after the smoke 
of the battle had cleared away a:;d tin; 
child had announced that her papa was 
willing to surrender, was the body of n 
deputy found on ;< hill behind the Dietz 
cabin with a bullet wound in his head. 


Surrender's for Family's Sake. 


Bleeding from a wound in the 
hand, 


sternly watching wife and children pule 
with terror, ns the bullets whiz/cd about 
their heads, Dietz still hesitated between 
surrender and craving for revenge, Kvory 
moment the little army sin-rounding his 
home wus crawling closer and every mo- 
ment the incessant rain of bullets be- 
came thicker and more threatening. 


Then, at last, did Dietz 
surrender, 


Father Joseph Pilon, a priest of Winter, 
who. for -the last two days has braved 
the dangers of battle in an effort to end 
the fighting, ran 
into 
the 
cabin. He, 


drew Diet/ aside nnd conducted him to 
the tiny room in the cabin. There they 
found Mr!. Diet/:, physically and 
men- 


tally ill. The priest whispered something 
in his ear. 


That whisper ended a struggle of six 


years. Dietz declared he was willing to 
yield. 


• 
;1 don't mind this l i t t l e scratch." he 


said to the priest, pointing to the wound 
iu his hand, "but they might kill 
her. 


She is about to become a mother." 


Deputy Harp Found Dead. 


The alert lumbermen 
in the posse, 


leaning on their rifles at the edge of the 
clearing and momentarily expecting a re- 
sumption of the battle, saw the 
child 


tripping toward the outposts, and a mo- 
ment later Sheriff 
-Madden 
announced 


that Dietz was captured. 


Harp was found on a hill behind the 


Diotz cabin with a bullet ho!n in his head 
He with Mont Wiley, Tom Pomerio and 
"William liankhi, all deputies, had tried 
to crawl to a place of vantage 
in the 


lumber piles near the Dietz bnrn when 
a well directed bullet caught him. 


According to Wiley, three bullets whis- 


tled through the air at about the same 
time and one of. them struck Harp. The 
other deputies retreated without trying 
to rescue their comrade. He was found 
Ht.3:30 o'clock and had been dead about 
three hours. 


His Drop to Ground a Ruse. 


Dietz had not been wounded during the 


morning fusillade as had been supposed. 
His drop to the ground was merely a 
ruse to fool Ihe deputies. He was 
in- 


jured, however, while liring 
from 
the 


ba.rn''ctnring the afternoon when n bullet; 
went 
through a 
crack 
and 
passed 


through.his left hand. Diet/, denies that 
tho wound caused him to surrender, giv- 
ing as the reason the condition uf his 
wife.

A short consultation between the sher- 


iff and his deputies followed the offer of 
surrender and Deputy lielTel.iinger vol- 
unteered to go buck with The girl. 
Jn 


the meantime, Father I'ilon, in his eag- 


erness to bring the combat to an end, 
hud started running toward the cabin. 


Priest Rushes Into Cabin. 


He waved 'a handkerchief as 
he ran 


ami .unhesitatingly entered 
the door. 


When Helen and Hell'eltingcr got half 
way to the cabin they met the priest re- 
turning. He did not stop, but hurried in 
to meet the sheriff. 


'•Diet/, .will surrender," said the priest, 


"but ho wants a doctor to 
dress 
his 


wound and he desires to talk with the 
newspaper men." 


"1 won't trust him," said the sheriff. 


".If he wants to surrender let him come 
out with his hands over his head." 


Sheriff .Madden refused to go to the 


i cabin nnd kept behind a tree. Deputies 


I Thurliahn, Sully, Hetl'cllingcr and Dr. D.

The Story of Dietz. 


Dietz Hlid his family have been besieg- 


ed in their home on Tliunuipple River, 
in the Wisconsin wilderness, 
for 
six 


years. 
Dining tlia'.. period there have 


IK.-CH nunteroi^ pituiied battles between 
the Diet/.es and deputy 
sheriffs, three 


sheriffs have resigned their jobs rather 
than sutcinpi to serve papers on the. 
"outlaw," and the Dietz children have all 
become expert with the rille. 


The trouble- nil gre,w out of n disa- 


greement Diet/, had with the Chippewa 
Lumber an-.l Boom company. He holds 
title to an eighty-acre tract of timber 
land. On this tract is located the Cam- 
eron Dam, on the Thoriiapplc River. The 
Chippewa Lumber Company transferred 
its lumber interests to the Mississippi 
Logging Company, an Iowa corporation. 
Diet/, refused to'give tip the dam. Fur- 
thermore, he insisted Unit the Iowa com- 
pany pay him 10 cents a thousand feet 
for 'all thfa lumber that paused over it. 
The lumber company refused to pay the 
toll -and mode several attempts to seize 
the dam by force. 
Dietz resisted them 


all anil succeeded'finally in,driving the 
invaders aw,,y. 


Court Order Ignored. 


The logging people then went into the 


courts and got an order directing Die.lz 
to give up the dam. Dietz paid no atten- 
tion to the order. Tho court turned tho 
matter over to the local sheriff, and tho 
latter, with a posse, attempted to arrest1 
Dietz.' A light followed, in which the 
pos.-e wa» badly whipped arui «veral 
persons were, wounded. 


This thing was repeated 
again 
and 


again. Many more men were shot, and 
some of the Dietzes were wounded. Then 
the sheriffs gave up trying to enforce the 
orders of the court, several resigned, und 
one served a term in jail for contempt. 


For more than a year, up to a few 


weeks ngo, Dietz litis been left in peace. 
Meanwhile thousands of dollars' worth 
of logs were rotting in the pool nbovc 
his da in'. It seemed to be a settled thing 
that .Dietz was to be left in undisputed 
possession of the property. 
There was 


some vague talk about calling out the 
militia, but public sentiment was against 
it, 
Ciovcrnor Davidson refused to be a 


party to the controversy. 
He took the 


stand that the settlement of tho trouble 
was up to the local officials. 


Masons' Efforts Fail. 


Another interesting feature of the con- 


troversy is the connection therewith of 
the Masonic Grand Lodge of Wisconsin. 
Diet/, is a Mason in good standing. The 
officers and owners of 
the 
Chippewa 


Falls Lumber and Boom company 
are 


likewise Mason?. The settler offered to 
permit the Masonic Grand Lodge to ar- 
bitrate the difficulty. 
An attempt was 


mndi 
1 in accordance with this offer, but 


through a misunderstanding the attempt 
failed and the grand master withdrew 
from the controversy. 


Isolated though he was, Dietz wanted 


to have his family educated. He called 
the attenticn of the Barron County sup- 
erintendent of schools to the fact that lie 
was entitled to a school in his district. 
The superintendent saw that his claim 
was just, and after Diet/, had built a 
shack next to his house, a teacher was 
sent there to instruct his children. 


Kvcntu.illy Dietz got into u dispute 


with the county authorities as to the 
rent that was to be paid for this school- 
Imusc. 
The controversy waxed warm. 


Thi'ii. on primary election day, a man 
named Bert Horel attempted to patch up 
it. peace. 
He called on .Dietz, got into 


a violent argument with him and was 
shot. 


ThN cost Dietz a great deal of the pop- 


n-litr sympathy which had played a groat 
piirt in enabling him to withstand the 
siege, as iong as he had. Seizing advan- 
tage of this fact, renewed efforts were 
m.uic to capture him. 
Dietz repulsed 


these nt(cmpis..gun in hand. 


Children Are Shot. 


Dietz has obtained his supplies from 


the town' of Winter, many miles from 
iiis home. L.isl week lie sent his two 
irons and daughter to the town for pro- 
visions. 
On the way they were um- 


bu.-hed by a p->-s<e under Sheriff Madden 
nnd nil the children were shot, and two 
of them captured. 
The girl was badly 


wounded. 


One of the boys got away nnd return- 


ed home to tell his father what had hap- 
pened. The others' were seized and talc-- 
en to Winter. Then the rumor spread 
that Hietz intended to issue forth from 
his home and attempt to recapture his 
.-hil'.lren. 
The . whole town of Winter 


armed in expectation of the invasion. 


Within the last.three or four days 


Governor Dnvidson took a hand in the 
aflnir. He f-ent Attorney General Gilbert 
to Diet/, to counsel him to .surrender, 
promising that he would be given justice 
in the courts. Dietz refused to listen to 
this emissary, and the attorney general 
went buck to Winter. 


Then came preparations to attack the 


Diet/, home, Xo one was permitted to 
pass through the lines. 


Men in public' life should know enough 


not to overstay their welcome.

YOUNG MEN WHO STOLE SOL HAAS' 


MACHINE TAKEN IN CUSTO- 


DY BY OFFICERS, 


BOTH ADMIT DOING THE JOB 


Will Be Brought Back to This City for 


Trial—Caught Hanging Around One of 


the Garages—Stole a $6,000 Auto From 


Milwaukee and Abandoned 
it 
Near 


Corliss, Before Taking Haas Machine. 


The two young men who broke into 


the garage of Sol Unas on lust Thurs- 
day night, stole his ^i.jflO Piggins au- 
tomobile, run it to Chicago and aban- 
doned it on the bircct in thai city, with 
the steering ger.r and other parts dam- 
aged, were captured by the Chicago po- 
lice. Sunday. Their names arc given as 
l;rnnk HaUiaway, alias Frank McDonald 
and Algy Arnold. Both Confessed that 
they stole the machine. 


Chief of Police linker, upon being no- 


tified by telegram ,of the capture and to 
conic and get the men, left for Chicago 
yesterday afternoon, but came back last 
night without the prisoners, for the rea- 
son that the Chicago police desired to 
take the pictures and measurements of 
the two thitiv«s and Chief Baker return- 
ed to Chicago" today and 
expects 
to 


bring them bauk this evening, 
unless 


th'jy resist and requisition papers are. 
necessary. 


After they stole the Haas machine the 


fellows took the lake shore road to Ke- 
noslui and down through WunkcgHii to 
Chicago. 
On the way they broke into 


a creamery anil stole a dozen bottles of 
milk and cream. Just in the north out- 
skirts of Chicago the steering gear be- 
came out of order and the-thieves made. 
an effori to repair it, jiniging from the 
looks of the automobile and failing they 
abandoned it and a policeman seeing the 
machine on the street all day and with 
no one around, reported and it was then 
found to be the stolen Raeine machine. 


The Chicago police caught them hang- 


ing around one of the Chicago garages 
and placed both under arrest and when 
taken to the station and questioned they 
admitted having stolen the Haas ma- 
chine. 


Also Stole Milwaukee Auto. 


In nil probability the 
two 
young 


thieves stole a $ti,000 automobile at Mil- 
waukee, for the reason that a valuable 
fur coat .which was in the Milwaukee 
machine, was found in their possession. 
The Milwaukee automobile belonged to 
John A. Smith, together with the coat. 
The thieves ran the mac'iinc to a point 
west of Corliss, when it broke down and 
a farmer WHS hired to haul'it to his barn 
and here the thieves made an effort to 
repair it. The farmer became suspicious 
and told a neighbor and he notified oth- 
ers. 
'J.'hc thieves became alarmed 
and 


lied. They no doubt walked to Corliss, 
took a train to this city, stole the Haas 
machine and left for Chicago. A reward 
of $'210 was offered for the Milwaukca 
machine and the Corliss t'lirmcr will get 
this. 


The penalty for breaking into a build- 


ing and stealing an automobile is from 
one to twenty year? in state prison. 


The Hints automobile, after being re- 


paired at Chicago, was brought back by 
tho chauffeur of Mr. Hans on Saturday. 


Racine Man In It. 


Tn Chicago the chief of police ascer- 


tained that the two men who stole the 
Haas automobile were William Smeaten, 
alias Glen Rogers and Olga Arnold and 
that they implicated William McDonald, 
alias Frank Hathaway, a liacine mall, 
after getting here and that McDonald 
accompanied them to Chicago 
in the 


stolen machine. Smcaton 
and Arnold 


visited Milwaukee and stole the .$6,000 
Smith automobile and fur coat and run 
the machine.to a point west of Corliss 
and abandoned the machine sifter 
it 


broke down and then came to Kacine on 
the C. M. and St. Paul railway. They 
made the acquaintance of Frank McDon- 
ald, who was employed by the Hoerncl 
Hardware Co., until two 
weeks 
ago. 


They became quite chummy with 
Mc- 


Donald, who had been here since June 
1, with his wife. All of the parties stop- 
ped 'at the Budar hotel! The night the 
Haas automobile was stolen 
Smeaten 


and Arnold drove up to the hotel with it, 
loaded in a couple of "grips and a black 
fur coat and McDonald got in and away 
they went toward 
Chicago. McDonald 


claimed that he did'not know the auto- 
mobile was stolen, but Arnold says that 
he did. 


Captured at Chicago. ' 


' Everything went all right until the 
suburbs of Chicago were reached and the 
automobile broke dowrn. 
Then it was 


stripped of the batteri.es and these' were 
sold for $2.j. Arnold drove the machine, 
Arnold and McDonald were arrested by 
Detective Schneider and Arnold confess- 
ed that he nut only stole the'Haas ma- 
chine, but the Milwaukee 
machine as, 


well. Smeatcr was not. caunght, but it is 
exnccicct lie will soon he picked lip by 


the Chicago police. His home is at Jum 
Claire, Fla., and Arnold lives, at East 
Lyne. -Ill After selling the batteries of 
tin: Jla.-is muchine,.Arnold.and McDonald 
loafed around Chicago. Both had serv- 
ed time in the Pontiac, III., reformatory.

Wanted in Many Places. 


Smcater and Arnold are

A short 
time ngo he stole, a motorcycle at Dan- 
ville, drove it to an adjoining town and 
Hold it for $311. Hearing that tan owner 
had offered,a- reward of $75 he returned 
to Danville, told the owner where the 
machine could be found and collected the 
!S7i) nml disappeared'.' The 
man 
who 


bought the machine was arrested on 
charge of stealing stolen property.

Hammond, 111., ho-stole an automobile, 
drove it to Cleveland, Ohio, sold it for

skipped out. . Arnold is 21 years of age 
and say.-, that he'is willing'to take his 
medicine.

How- 
he sustained his injuries is not known, 
but the supposition is that he was eith- 
er on a train a.nd fell off, or was walk- 
ing on the tracks -and was struck by 
some passing train. 
How long he lay 


.before being discovered is not 'known. 


Koing. although he once resided on 


Milwaukee avenue, in Kenosha, had been 
employed on the Bishop furm for a lonp 
•time and was considered' an 
excellent 


fanu hand. 
He is a man between 40 


and 50 years of age. 


The injured 7imn was still alive this 


afternoon. Sena.tor Bishop said that al- 
though he was once a. rasidcnt of Keno- 
sha that he was now of 'Chicago, where 
he has a wife and one child. He is in- 
sured in the Northwestern Tnsurnjice Co. 
for $TiOO. 
Efforts arc being made 
to 


learn how he got on the tracks and was 
injured. , 


Dr. Peehn said this morning that the 


man hud been at Somers nnd admitted 
having aiank three whiskies and three 
beers there, notwithstanding it is a dry

FORESTER POTTER AT PUEBLO , 


At the Pueblo' conference, known is 


the Irrigation Congress, there were some 
interesting developments bearing upon

Millions of 


acres of public land have been with- 
drawn for one purpose and another, and 
lately if ha« become the governmental 
policy of releasing lands again to entry 
were such having been once withdrawn 
from entry have been found to bt more 


1 valuable for agricultural purposes. The 
idea has been that such lands would be 
of value for settlement and thus give 
the small farmer a fine opportunity 


But it does; not always work out this 


wa.y und, as some have supposed, a con- 
siderable proportion of lands once with- 
drawn and being re-opened to entry 
would quickly come into possession ot 
'the "interests." Such supposition is far 
from being erroneous as the address of 
Associate Forester Potter shows. In the 
course of his remarks he said: 


"A careful re-examination of all forest 


boundaries.last year -was followed by 
recommendations for eliminating about 
6,250,660 acres of lands along the 
ex- 


terior boundaries of forests. This is an 
area larger than Massachusetts or New 
Jersey, larger than Rhode Island and 
Delaware combined. Some of it is very 
rough'and much of it is suitable only 
for grazing, but ft considerable part will 
ultimately be occupied by homestead sat- 
tiers. There is,' however, a further de- 
mand in some localities for the elimina- 
tion of cultivable timberlands. 


"This raises a very difficult problem 


because of the strong probability that 
heavily timbered laiidti, if 
opened 
to 


entry, instead of being retained by the 
original settlers, would pass into 
the 


hands of sawmill men or large owners 
of timber. An example is furnished by 
the result of an elimination of 705,000 
acres made from the Olympic national 
forest, in Washington, in 1900 and 1001. 
It WFS made on the grounds that the 
land was chiefly valuable for agriculture 
and that settlement of the 'country was 
being retarded. 
Over 180,000 acres re- 


verted to the government or was secured 
by the state, but thirty-one .individuals 
and corporations now own 518,640 acres 
while 20j,fl80 acres are held by small 
owners and original locators purely as 
a timber investment. 


"These lands, amounting to a total of 


583,720 acres, are now lying absolutely 
idle. 
Three companies and two indivi- 


duals own over 178,000 acres, in holdings 
of from 15,000 to 80,000 acres each. This 
does not indicate much progress in the 
bona- fide settlement of the country. Or 
timber claims held by 100 settlers, tha 
total area under cultivation is only 570 
acres, or an average of 5.7 acres to each 
claim." 


Thus of one Tract of 705,000 acres 


supposed would go to the small fellow 
533,720 acres arc held by three corpor- 
ations and two individuals. This record 
may hot be unfairly supposed' to 
be 


that of other withdrawn tracts and then 
restored to entry. If the country had 
a secretary of the interior thoroughly in 
sympathy with the. people agfc <tose- 
quently with the conservation •WWent, 
things might progrc-ss to> a much bet- 
ter pu.-pose. What Forester Potter says 
on this feature deserves strict attention 
at the hands of all friends of conser- 
vation.
